This
uct had been \rhnliy without authority snd
Mr. Greenbaum's part in it had very prop-
erly been disavowed by the American Goy-
ernment. He had no more right to asserta
protectorate there than the German or En-
glish Consul had.

WORST OF ALL FEATURES,

It was while the ageats of the three
countries (Mr. Bayard and the English and
German Ministers) were engaged in ob-
taining information, that the German Gov-
ernment deposed Malietoa and setup Tam-
asese. This was the worst feature of the case,
because at this very time the negotiations
were going on on & sound, just and hcmm
basis, for the restoration ol the lu.tn
There were indications, he tho
the Boglish Goveroment was u{ncmiug
with the German policy.

executive session. When the doors were re-
opened, Mr. Sherman said he would like to
sate publicly the position which he took in
regard to the Samoan question, so thatit
might appear in the Record, After de-
goeribing the location, populstion, ete., of
the Samonn  1slands, Mr. Sherman =aid the
attention of the United States had been early
called to those islands, and a special agent
was sent there, who afterward became Min-
ister to the King of Samoa, and who made a
treaty between the United States aud Samos;
that the treaty was made in 1878, and was
signed by Mr. Evarts and the King, Its
second article gave to the United States the
yprivilege of entering and using the harbor
of Pago-Paro and establishing there a eoal-
ing and naval supply station, and its fifth
section provided that, in_case of differences
with other nations, the Government of the
'L nited States would employ its good offices
in adjusting such differences.

THE BASIS OF OUE RIGHTS.

This, Mr. Sherman said, was the basis of
the right of the TUnited States to
occupy and hold and {0 establish
in  the harbor of Pago-Pago
station for coul and other naval supplies.
Within & year or two afterward somewhat
similar treaties had bees made with Ger-
many and with Grest Britmn by which
those Governments obtained like privileges
io other portions of theislands, so that, Mr.
Sherman said, each of these three great
vommercial nations secured by the treaties
(following each other rapidiy) privileges
somewhatl similsr in character, but in dif-
ferent localities—each securing a coaling
station and harbor,

Mr., Bherman went on to speak of a
further arrangement made shortly after-
ward, and which was, he sid, very import-
anl. It had been entered into between
Great Britain and the Government of Sa-
moa (but the German and Ameriean Gov-
ernments were also ineluded in it), by
which the town and district of Apis were
constituted into a municipality, and were
declared to be neutral territory, where each
of the three nations might establish their
gtorehouses, their workshops, andall other
buildings necessary for carrving on their
traffic in these islands.

FOE TPURELY BUBINESS PITRPOSES.

This territory of Apia was now known as
the capital of the Samoan lslauns, and was
pet aside for commerpial purposes, the Gov-
ernmment of Samoa being practically ex-
cluded from it. The Municipal Board con-
gisted of the German, English and Awerican
Consuls. This tresty or agreszaent had not
been submitied to the Sensnte, but had been
signed by the Enclish Consul and by the
Cuptain of the American ship-of-war Lack-
swaona, It bad been s.cwf:pnn by all
three nations as in the nature of an agree-
ment for the possesvion and oeccupancy of
thai neutral territory.

Mr Sherman next referred to the treaty
of the Gth of April, 1686, between Germany
and Great Britain, by which & sort of de-
limination wus established for the juris
diction of each Government in the Poly-
pesian group, with & disclaimer that this
Rf:rtlon should apply to the Samoan 1slands,

bat, besaid, was the legal status to-day;
for no other arrangement or agreement had
ever been made in & formal way that
sffected, in any degree, the rights of the
several parties.

ALWAYE A SORT OF WAR.

He did not intend to go into a detailed
history of events in Samoa. It was enough
1o say that there was alwavs a sort of quasi
war existing there between severul branches
of the people. It was a strange Govern-
ment, controlied largely by family ties,
somewhat aristoeratic, with eontentions sl-
WHYS existing between the various chiefs.
He woald not dwell upon the paintul fea-
tures of that civil war; buot it seemed to be
the general opinion of all the American
consular agents who had been sent there to
examine into the matore of their
Government that the people were tatally
unfit to _conduet & regular formal govern-
ment. But that c::ef war had continued
uotil finally, in 1883, by the sid of the
Couseuls, it was settled by an agreement that
Mabeton shoold be Kiag and Tamasese
Viee King. Soon aiter !.I:n settlement
other difficulties had arisen, and a move-
ment had been  made to aunex the Samosn

largest property interests there, that it wounld
be best to place it under German control and
power.
NOTHIXG T0O DO FOR KLEIN.

As to the news correspoudent Klein,
who had been plr;m knight-errant there,
the Government of the United States was
in no way responsible for him. The state-
ment of the man himself, although some-
what vainglorious in style. ghows that he
had nothing to do with the attack on the
German ssilors. He sympathized with
those who were in rebellion against Tam-
asesz, with whom Klein went as a news
Ea per mun, and possibly took & hand in it,

ut the United States Government was in
no sense responsible for him. He (Mr.
Sherman) did not know whether he was a
native born or & naturalized citizen.

Summing up his long speech, Mr. Sher-
man said tin the first thing to be done was
for the United States to assert ils power in
the occupaney and possession of the Bay of
Pago-Pogo. That ought to be done im-
mediately. It did not need war to protecta
oation's rights. The mere assertion of those
rights, the due regard for them, the expendi-
ture of money there, the storing of coal
there, the calling of vessels there—all of
these things were assertions of power far
mure influential than the protocols and
diplomatie correspondence.

NOTHING TO JUSTIFY WAR.

Mr. Sherman—1I do not think it necessary
to mennes anvope. I believe that a seraight-
forward, manly negotiation should be en-
tered into between these three great powers.
It would be a shame and a disgrace fo our
civilization and Christianity if we could
uot agree upon some mode of government
for those islands. Whatever the newspapers
may say, there is nothing in the situation
that would justify war on the part of either
nation, or & breach of the peace until every
effort is exhausted to bring about a quiet

and pesceful settlement of I.Iu eon-
troversy. Firsl, we want mert
and maintain our

a station at Pago-Pago, and nobng will ol.ll
that right in question. Next, we onght to
do what we promised to do—employ oar
good offices to settle the dn!iculuu o( this
people. Therefore, I am willing to vote sny
sum of mowey to enuble the ident 1o
conduct negotiations, to make surveys of the
harbors, and to get better information in re-
lation to those islands.
